Reappra 


At Town Hall in Witming- 
ton, on Monday, hearings 
started on the reassessment 
of all property in town, This 
reappraisal was voted on and 
passed at the last town meet- 
ing with a minimum of ob- 
jection from the town-folk. 
After a series of agpial photos 
and crews of men sent to 
each home to measure and 
inspect the vital statistics of 
each piece of property, the 
present valuations were then 
arrived at. 

In each statement mailed to 
the property owner, there was 
a specifi time set for a 
hearing for those who object- 
ed to the figure specified. At 
first there were varied objec- 
tions to the time designated 
for appointments with the 
tax assessor, Mr, Calabrese, 
but it is now established, that 
property owners who cannot 
make it without sustaining a 
loss of working hours, may, 
upon calling the assessors 
office, make an evening ap- 
pointment. 

With many people, the sud- 
den increases in their valua- 
tions came ag a rude shock, 
but, as with these many peo- 
ple, sound reasoning along 
with explanations from Mr. 
Calabrese came to the front, 
and the general opinion is 
that ft is a fair and honest 
valuation, There are many 
people who have held a low 
assessment value for some 
years and based on a trie 
value’ as measured by pre- 
sent day conditions their 
valuations took a steep climb. 

Mr. Calabrese at 4 p.m. on 
Tuesday maintained that the 
majority of people that ob- 
jected to his figures, were 
satisfied and agreed that, 
with the method now in use, 
they had a fair revaluation. 
Mr. Calabrese further stated 
that in his opinion, the peo- 
ple, on the whole, are not 
unhappy over their new val- 
uation.

out them. The average indivi- 
dual today is convinced that 
his way of life will improve 
in direct ratio to the improve- 
ment of highways on which 
he travels and over which 
the materials and commodi- 
ties he needs are transported 
to him. 

“Prospects for the -Com- 
monwedalth were never 
brighter than at this time,”
